During this election year, it seems as if you can't flip on the TV with- 
out catching another pundit expounding on why a particular candi- 
date can't capture the “40 -year-old women who enjoy bocce ball but 
not crab cakes” vote. 

Cable news, as exemplified by networks like CNN, MSNBC and 
Fox News Channel, have devolved into grist mills for speculation 
and pointless debate. 

Yet there is one show out there you still can trust. 

“The Dailv Show with Jon Stewart" long ago completed its transfor- 
mation from mere news satire to the finest, most incisive news analy- 
sis show on TV While Stewart and his team expertly anti hilariously 
sort through the carnival that is modern politics, cable news networks 
have become voids of despair for anyone who actually wants to think 
about what s going on in the country and the world at large. 

Witness MSNBC's Joe Scarborough and David Shuster have a 
schoolyard fight on You lube, or switch over to Fox News and 
listen to Karl Rove sound like the voice of reason when talking to 
right-wing pundit Scan Hannity Rather than watch cable news, 
try hitting yourself in the head with a shovel for the same effect. 
Contrast this with “The Daily Show,” where the commen- 
tary is almost disturbingly sane and thoughtful.

Don't worry: Our movement still allows for other forms of media.

Listen to news radio. But we must take a philosophical stand that says 
the only news we will now get from cable TV is “The Daily Show,” 

In 2004, the Annenberg Public Policy Center at the University 
of Pennsylvania conducted a survey that found "Daily Show” view- 
ers knew more about election issues than people who regularly read 
newspapers or watched TV news, according to cnn.com. 

To be fair, this is because “The Daily Show’s” audience largely is col- 
lege-educated, hut it’s also fair to point out that the only way you can 
get the show’s humor is if you have a good hantlle on current events. 
Thus, the show almost forces you to become a knowledgeable citizen. 

Meanwhile, I argue that cable news makes you stupider. Or, if not 
stupider, it at least reduces your opinions on issues to supremely 
ridiculous talking points:

Gov Biagojevich thinks he’s a little like Mark Cuban. The governor— known 
for his brash approach to governing and political bickering— likens his gov- 
erning style to Cuban, the loudmouth owner of the Dallas Mavericks and 
BlagojeviclTs personal pick to buy the Cubs. 

“He’s a maverick,” Biagojevich said. "1 believe that’s kind of how we’ve gov- 
erned, not by choice, just out of necessity. I don’t take no i or an answer; we 
keep pushing.” 

But at what cost? 


The governor has a low job approval 
rating. 

There are multiple ongoing federal 
corruption investigations surrounding 
his administration, although 
Biagojevich has not been charged 
with any wrongdoing. 

And in November Cook 
County voters will lace an 
advisory referendum to recall 
public officials, including the 
governor, whose term extends to 
2011. 

The democratic governor 
said he “almost embraces” 
the criticism he endures for 
controversial decisions, including 
offering free CTA rides to seniors 
and rewritine the state ethics 

bill.

Biagojevich told RedEye in a sit- 
down interview last week at the 
Thompson Center, a week before 
lawmakers returned to session. In 
RedEye ’s first lengthy interview 
with Biagojevich, the embattled 
governor discussed his legislative priorities, 
his reputation and his future.

No such thing 
as a free ride 

In listing his political 
accomplishments, Biagojevich 
touts his program that gives free 
rides to seniors on the CTA. Last 
month, the governor also signed 
a new state law that gives free 
transit rides to low-income people 
with disabilities. The problem? 
There are no state funds for the 
program. The Regional Transit 
Authority, which oversees the 
CTA, Mctraand Pace, will have to 
find between $5 million and Sio 
million to pay for this new free- 
ride initiative, the Tribune has 
reported. Biagojevich recently 
cut $37.3 million from the state 
budget devoted to paying for 
free rides for seniors, among 
other reduced-fare subsidies. 
CTA officials said Monday that free rides 
have exacerbated its budget crisis, costing the 
agency at least S30 million this year. 

On Wednesday the governor said the CTA 
should stop blaming senior citizens for its 
money trouble, according to an Associated 
Press report. On liiesday Mayor Daley said 
Biagojevich would be to blame if the CTA is

forced to raise fares. 

Biagojevich told RedEye he’s committed 
to improving the Cl As aging infrastructure 
with new trains, new buses and new tracks. 
He said this wall be accomplished if the 
General Assembly passes a $25 billion capital 
construction plan for mass transit, roads, 
bridges and schools. 

Republicans and Democrats have tried to 
move variations of this program forward, but 
no deal has been finalized on how to pay for 
the construction. 

Lawmakers returned to the Capitol 
Wednesday to tackle this program, among 
other issues. House Speaker Michael Madigan 
(D- Chicago) called his chamber back to 


consider a proposal to lease the state lottery, 
an idea aimed at generating funds for a broad 
public works program. 

Biagojevich has failed to push a statewide 
construction program through the 
Democratic-con trolled legislature since 
he took office nearly six years ago. The last 
major plan won approval under Republican 
Gov. George Ryan. 

Biagojevich told RedEye he’s hopeful the 
bill will be approved soon to improve transit 
in Chicago, which would help the city’s bid 
for the 2016 Olympics. 

"1 think Chicago has a great opportunity to 
win the Olympics in 2016,” Biagojevich said. 
“For Mayor Daley to have a stronger bid for 
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Gov. Blagojevieh 
says he "almost 
embraces” the crit- 
icism he endures 
for controversial 
decisions.

the Olympics, being able to make the case to

Tension in Springfield 

By many accounts, Riagojevich is not a 
popular guy at the state house. He has 
engaged in a long, public feud with Mad Egan. 
Other Democrats, including Attorney 
(icncral Lisa Madigan and State Treasurer 
Alexi Giannoulias — both possible contenders 
for governor in 203 o — also have distanced 
themselves from Blagojevieh. 

In a controversial move, Blagojevieh last 


month rejected ethics legislation aimed 
at stopping him from taking millions of 
dollars in campaign contributions from 
state contractors, the Tribune has reported. 
He instead sent the bill back to lawmakers, 
demanding thev include themselves and 
other state officers in the restrictions. The 
Illinois House on Wednesday overwhelmingly 
rejected Blagojcvich's attempt to rewrite the 
legislation. 

House lawmakers voted 110-3 to override 
Blagojevieh s proposed changes, accusing him 
of trying to kill the ban on pay-to-play politics 
rather than enhance it. 

Blagojevich’s amendatory veto oi the hill 
stripped a provision that would prohibit 


anyone seeking state business from donating 
to the politician who doles out the contract. 
Instead, it would ban contributions only from 
those who have won a contract. 

The bilks fate is uncertain. If the state 
Senate does not also reject die governor’s 
changes, the legislation dies. 

Despite tension in Springfield, Blagojevieh 
expressed interest in a third term as 
governor. 

“Well, I like my job and it’s still a long way 
oil, but 1 see no reason why I don’t want to 
keep doing this lor a while,” he told RedEye. 
“There’s still more work to be done.” 

‘Criticism is an

Inside and outside political circles, 
Blagojevieh is known for a no-holds-barrcd, 
hully style of governing. RedEye asked the 
governor whether this reputation is an 
accurate representation of who he is. 

“It depends on whose perception it is, 
right?” Blagojevieh said. 

“1 feel like things are good with people. 
Every time I go out, no matter where 1 go, 
people are warm and friendly and they're 
aware of what the struggles are and the 
challenges are. 1 think to a large extent, a lot 
ni them appreciate the different things we've 
been able to do for them.” 

But that perception may not be the reality. A 
group of people hoping to unseat the governor 
successfully collected about 400 signatures to 
get an advisory referendum question on the 
Nov 4 ballot to let Cook County voters weigh 
in on whether elected officials, including the 
governor, should be recalled, the Tribune 
reported. The referendum won't cause formal 
action. 

Earlier this year, the governor earned a 
13 percent approval rating in a survey of 
400 Illinoisans by the Midwest Democracy 
Network, a political reform group. Fhe poll 
was conducted in late April and May during 
the federal corruption trial of Antoin “Tony” 
Rezko, a former top Blagojevieh adviser who 
was convicted. The governor's administration 
laces federal investigations into his fund raising 
and awarding of jobs and contracts but has 
not been charged with wrongdoing. 

Blagojevieh would not discuss the 
allegations, hut addressed what it’s like to 
govern under such intense scrutiny 

“Criticism is an occupational hazard in a 
job like this. You can't take the heat, you can t 
take the criticism, don’t become governor. 
And don’t become governor if you don’t really 
believe in what you’re doing, or you don’t have 
a real belief or an idea on what you want to do 
for people,” Blagojevieh said, 

1 know what 1 want to do, 1 know where 
I want to go and I have an idea of how to get 
there and we mostly get there — not all the 
time, but we mostly do. And sometimes we 
push and we prod and we get rejected and

Get an A in math? Make a quick 50 bucks. 
Only pull a C? Here's a twenty 

Parents have been rewarding children for 
stellar report cards for decades. Chicago 
Public Schools officials say the idea is to get 
students to stay in school and do well while 
they're there. 

“The majority of our students don't come 
from families with a lot of economic wealth. 
Tm always trying to level the playing field A 
said the district's CEO, Arne Duncan. 

Chicago is following the lead of similar 
programs in their infancy in New York and 
Washington, D.C. The district's plan, part 
of the “Green for Grade $" program, involves 
no taxpayer money — the $2 million over two 
years comes from private sources. 

Critics suggest that what amounts to brib- 
ing students to get good grades isn’t the right 
lesson to teach. 

“It’s a terrible idea, because you're getting 
people to do things for the wrong reasons,” 
said Barry Schwartz, a Swarthmorc College 
psychology professor who has written on the 
issue. The message is selling just fine, how- 
ever, at Uplift Community Eligh School in 
Uptown. 

Jeremy Kellum, 14, a freshman, said that 
while he's accustomed to getting Cs espe- 
cially in science and social studies, getting

paid as much as $4,000 is all the incentive he 
needs to hit the books harder, 

“1 do love green money ... I’ll shoot for As 
instead of slacking off getting by with a C 
now/' Kellum said. “My plan is to study more, 
to not play in class as much as 1 did last year, 
and basically pay attention to the teacher and 
take good notes and pass tests." 

Duncan said that's the type of dedication 
he's after from students. 

During the first two years of high school 
students are at most risk of dropping out, 
which is why the district's program covers stu- 
dents through the end of sophomore year. 


District officials said the 20 high schools 
were chosen by lottery out of 6c that 
applied. Duncan noted that at the selected 
schools, the “overwhelming majority" of 
students come from families below the 
poverty line, 

Kelly Taylor, a union carpenter who said he's 
been without work for four months because 
of the slow economy had nothing but praise 
for the program. 

“It gives the students something to really 
shoot for. She already likes school It makes it 
better for her to meet her goals," said Taylor. 
“1 can't afford to give S50 for every A."

Charges dropped in slaying of cop, friend 


Cook County prosecutors dropped all charg- 
es Wednesday against a Chicago man in the 
slaying and robbery last month of off-duty 
Chicago Police Detective Robert Soto and 
his friend Kathryn Romberg. 

Jason Austin, 2 6, strode through a throng of 
media to a waiting car outside ( !ook County 
Jail and refused to answer any questions about 
his startling turn of fortune. 

His family however, had plenty to say 
“I feel very relieved,” his mother, Ruthie 


Austin, said at the Cook County Criminal 
Courthouse moments after the case was for- 
mally dropped. 

The Tribune reported in its Saturday edi- 
tions that questions had arisen about key evi- 
dence in the case and that law enforcement 
sources expressed concerns that the problems 
made it more difficult to prove in court. 

In a joint statement, Cook County State’s 
Atty Dick Devine and Police Supt. Jody Weis 
stressed that the decision “does not preclude

Austin's attorney David Wiener, applauded 
Devine and his prosecutors lor having "the 
courage to dismiss a case in which a police 
officer was murdered.” Wiener said he was 
suspicious from the beginning when two 
people accused of being in the car with Austin 
were not charged.

Pizza chain 
owner charged 
with arson

When Robert Didiana arrived at the 
West Side office, the agents said they’d 
solved the case— and he was under arrest 
for allegedly hiring a street gang to burn 
down the building for insurance money, 
according to a law enforcement source 
familiar with the investigation. 

Didiana, who lives in Darien and owns 
18 Bacci Pizzeria restaurants in Illinois, 
is charged with two counts of aggravated 
arson in the fire at his 913 S. Western Ave. 
building, according to Cook County pros- 
ecutors. 

The fire, which caused heavy damage 
to the building on Christmas Eve 2000, 
began while a family who rented an apart- 
ment on an upper floor celebrated the 
holidays there. The family escaped with- 
out harm when the arsonists sent a junior 
gang member into the building alter the 
fire was started to evacuate the couple, 
their child and an elderly relative, accord- 
ing to the source. 

Authorities said Didiana collected about 
$250,000 in an insurance settlement from 
the fire. The 39-year-old restaurateur was 
released from the Cook County Jail on 
$150,000 bond last weekend, prosecutors 
said. He could not be reached for com- 
ment Wednesday.

Last month, 
he got back to moles — and Logan Square— with Real 
Tenochtitlan. It’s neither as grand as Chilpancingo nor as 
homey as Ixcapuzalco, but we think this new BYOB shows 
at least as much promise as any of his past ventures. 

The moles: Bahena works from family recipes, as well 
as recipes he's collected over years of travels in his native 
Mexico. His menu always features two moles — mole bianco 
and mole dc Tclotoapan arc the moles of the moment- plus 
one mole of the day from a rotating roster that covers the 
seven classic moles from the Mexican state of Oaxaca. 

Don*t miss: Mole poblano, a sauce from Puebla that incor- 
porates 30 ingredients, including a bit of Mexican choco- 
late.

The chef: Raul Arreola, an n-year Topolobampo vet 
who went on to Bahena’s Chilpancingo, then to seafood- 
focused Mexican spot Fonda del Man His partner is sous 
chef Rodolfo Neri, who’s been working with moles for 
nearlv 1 s years. 

The back story: Arreola and Neri worked together 
under Bavless, then at Chilpancingo and Fonda del Mar. 
Wherever Arreola went, he brought Neri with him. In 
May they opened Mixteco. The one-room Lakeview 
BYOB with an open kitchen has been packed since Day 
One. 

The moles: Though Arreola professes a deep love 
for Oaxacan food, the mole recipes are mostly Ncrfs. 
Mixteco ’s menu, which changes monthly always features 
four moles: negro, roja, verde and man diamante les. 

The tangy mole verde, typically served with Arreola’s 
amazing wood-fired fish, is a must-try Slightly sweet and 
fruity mole mane ham an teles is traditionally reserved for 
very special occasions like weddings. Mixteco ’s ahvays- 
availahle version incorporates apples, pears, plantains, 
pineapples and other fruits. 

Don't miss: Arreola s favorite, mole negro, a dark sauce 
made with a complex blend of toasted spices that give it 
a deep, smoky flavor.

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Band can’t stop 
writing, even as first 
CD nears completion

Bully in the Hallway is a songwriting 
machine. 

“We've always been really quick at writ- 
ing/ 1 2 3 said the band's vocalist and guitar- 
ist Billy Kencfick— a subtle statement if 
there ever was one. By the time Bully in 
the Hallway neared completion of its first 
studio album, the band had written enough 
songs for a second. 

The band's roots stretch back to high 
school, when Kenefiek played in bands 
with bassist Aaron Levlnsky and drummer 
Matthew Jan not ta.

Matthew Simon to form Bully in the 
Hallway. Once together, they turned to 
their first task: creating original music. 

Bully in the Hallway's organic songwrit- 
ing process begins with what Kenefiek calls 
Simon's "plethora of poetry" 
which is then adapted to 
music acoustically before 
blossoming into a complete 
song with the full bands 
contributions. This method 
results in an eclectic collec- 
tion, as each member brings 
his own musical background to the table.

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It’s full speed 
ahead for 
Furman, 
Harpoons

“They put me in a cage, and they put me on 
a stage, and they told me I could never go 
home. ... Big deal, you're gonna be a big, big 
deal.” 

Ezra Furman, an Evanston songwriter who 
turns 22 this month, is the kid growing into 
a man, and he’s 
feeling scared, 
exhilarated, 
sarcastic. ' 4 5 6 7 8 9 10 Big 
deal ... trained 
seal, 11 he sneers 
on “Inside the 
Human Body," 
the second disc 
from Furman 
and his band, 
the Harpoons. 

Furman 
formed the 
Harpoons while 
attending Tufts 
University out- 
side Boston a 
few years ago. 

Originally a 
quartet, they had no big plans other than to 
play as much as they could between classes 
and on semester breaks. Then they unexpect- 
edly got signed to the Chicago-based Minty 
Fresh label after a gig in Evanston two years 
ago. It took a few weeks to sink in. Were they 
a “real" band now? Could they actually make 
a living doing this? 

Last year's dehut, “Banging Down the 
Doors/' signaled the start of something 
good, a burst of noise and youthful ardor. I t 
was unfocused, as if Furman were trying to 
pack every idea he ever had into each song. 
But whenever the arrangements teetered 
on collapse, Furman and the band just kept 
charging ahead. 

On the follow-up, the Harpoons are now 
a trio: Furman plus bassist Job Mukkada 
and drummer Adam Abrutyn. They're still 
bashing away but the stakes are higher. The 
hand all graduated from Tufts last spring 
and entered the “grown-up" world (Furman 
majored in English literature). Similarly, the 
characters in “Inside the Human Body" arc 
growing up, too, and confronting a “planet 
turning on cruelty. ’There are stories of invis- 
ible dishwashers and faceless hoys, of high- 
stakes confrontations between good and evil, 
of transcending limits.

That’s right, the dubious hero — or is he 
merely the foil? — of the Coen brothers 1 loopy 
1998 comedy “The Big Lebowski.” 

As played by Jeff Bridges, the Dude is a 
spacey stoncr, shuffling through life with 
his bleary eyes at half-mast. His only pas- 
sion — well, besides smoking joints and slurp- 
ing White Russians — is the sport of kings: 
howling. 

Then because he shares a name (Jeffrey 
Lebowski) with a domineering millionaire, 
the Dude is drawn into a spiral of intrigue 
and violence. 

With Its murky story line and foul Ian-

guage— w The Big Lebowski” is the London 
Blitz of the f-bomb — the film fizzled during its 
initial release, grossing less than $18 million. 

But in the years since, it has gained cult 
status, generating more than S40 million in 
DVD sales. This week, the enduring popu- 
larity of “The Big Lebowski” is being marked 
with a loth-anniversary edition ($19.98) load- 
ed with bonus features. A limited-edition ver-

sion ($34.98) is also available, fittingly pack- 
aged as a bowling ball. 

Ethan Coen, who is credited as the film's 
co-writer along with his director brother, Jock 
recalls in one of the bonus interviews that 
the project was an attempt to saddle a hard- 
boiled Raymond C handle r-c 5 que detective 
yarn with a protagonist who was supremely 
ill-equipped for the job. 


‘Lebowski’ 


Whatever its premise, “The Big Lebowski” 
is one wild magic-carpet ride, spiced with 
nihilist porn stars, crazy avant-garde artists, 
and a dream sequence that takes the form of a 
lavish Busby Berke ley-style production num- 
ber set to the music of Kenny Rogers during 
his brief psychedelic period. 

The film hasn't proven to be influential 
(unless you count this summer's “Pineapple 
Express"), But it has developed a sizable fol- 
lowing, with devoted fans who refer to them- 
selves as “achievers” (after the millionaire 
Lebowski 's charity program for inner-city 
youths). 

In 2002, Will Russell, along with his part- 
ner Scott Shuffitt, organized the inaugural 
Lebowski Eest in Louisville. The concept has 
blossomed into elaborate two-day theme par- 
ties held a couple of times a year in cities from 
San Francisco to New York. 

u It's an amazing film that somehow gets bet- 
ter with each viewing,” Russell says. “I’ve seen 
it close to 100 times and it still makes me laugh 
out loud. 1 can't explain that, but it's true. I'm 
in love with the characters and the dialogue.”
